Tho result of llitj lust general elec- 
tion in Great Biilain wiia ii largo ma- 
jority in favor of the AdminiBlraiion ol 
the day, and not a ouiiill part of the 
support was given rathor to tho men 
than to any strongly exprosaod politi- 
cal principlos. Lord Palmorston was 
the object of heir cboice, bccauBO they 
believed that while ho would bo pre- 
pared to move with ibo timon hero^, 
afler, as be bad done boloro, ho would 
Dover consent to go farther or faster 
than an edaeated pablio opinioa might 
"irarrant. Uis Liberalism \ra«, so far 
as tbo groat insiiiations of the conn* 
try were concernod, a thoroughly cont 
aervative Liberalism. They enter- 
tained e^s.little disposition as he ever 
did to vote for measures loading down 
to tbo level ot democracy, and they 
made no secret of their feelings on that 
head. Tbo Whigs, like tbo Tories, 
may bavo changed their opinions on 
various important points again and 
again; hue to one leading principle 
they have always romainod true— 
namely, that tlio real constitution ol 
England is an oliL'aroi ical conslitu- 
tioQ. Tbo late Ministry cominiiled 
the great fault against which Loid 
Palmorston bad warned ibom — of pro- 
posing a lieform J3ill in tbo first eco-< 
eion ol a now I'arliainent, and calling 
upon an assembly, the pulse of wbicb 
they had not timo to feel, to support 
thorn in carrying it. Having lost Lord 
Palmorsloa, ibo uboico of Prime Ifin- 
ister fell upon ,Earl Itussoll, and ilr 
Gladstone had the leadership of the 
House of Commons committed to him. 
It soon became apparent into which 
BCale in the balance the heaviest 
weight bad been cast. Lord fiusscll's 
Whig predilections, if be still retained 
any, were not strong enough to out. 
weigh tho JRadical leanings of ILr 
Gladstone. Events followed fast upon 
one anotbor, jarring Whig suscopti-' 
bilitios and alarming Wliig luart*. 
There was too much ground lor as- 
suming that, directly or icdirccily, the 
Cabinet was in conlidontiul communi- 
cation with Mr Bright. That gentle^ 
man, we are told, who at first spoke 
as a tribune of ibe people, mtlicd away 
suddenly into an honest sup|)ortcr ol 
the Govcrnrucni, and cauUonod his 
adherents to accept as an " instal. 
mem" wnatover Lord ilussull and Mr 
Gladstone might propopo. The single 
point on which Mr J3right insisted lo 
the last was, that 11 ilorm should come 
in the shape, not of one bill, but ol 
,two bills ; and that having lowered 
tbe franchise this session, Parliament 
sbould wait till tbe next before ap> 
proaoning tlie not leas difficult oper- 
ation of redistribuiing seats. Parlia- 
ment met, and those events beful ol 
which tbe recoUeolion is still fresh in 
tbe memories of our readers. Tbo 
Government introduced their measures 
exactly as Mr Bright bad rocommondud 
them to do. Opposition was tukon lo 
the scale at which the Govornrnont do- 
aired to fix tbo francbiso, and tbo plan 
©f carrying tho measure by I'lugmonts 
W08 dcDOunccd as dishonest, li is not 
to bo supposed ihat tho Condervativca 
as a party would accept a muaHuro so 
little ealibf'actory as was pronosed, far 
less accept it by instahnon h ; and had 
not tho opposition como from other 
quarters, it would Lavo como from 
them. But they neither originated 
tho opposition nor took tbo lead in 
conducting it. Mr Lowo first, and 
alter him^ Mr Laing, Mr Ilorsman and 
Lord Elcho, speaking in the name ol 
the " constitutional" Whigs, denounc- 
ed the measure ; and Earl Grosvenor, 
the Whig member for Cbester, was tbo 
first to'give notice of aa amendment 
After the two bills bad got into Com- 
mittee every attempt on the part of 
the Consorvaiivos to modify tho termH 
Oi tho first ot them was defoatod. 
Lord Stanley /ailed in his proposU to 
defer tbe oondderation of the fran- 
obise till a decision in regard to tbo 
redistribution offiCjJtB had boon ar. 
rived ot. Mr Waipolo did not succeed 
in raising tbo franchise in counties to 
£20, and in boroughs to £S ; and Mr 
llunt's propo."al to mako voting the 
tost in counties wan r(jeclcd by a largo 
majority. Bat no soonor was tho 
battle led by a member of tho liberal 
party, than it ended iu victory. Lord 
Dunkeliiu's proposal to give the right 
of ^oAiffn'aH«i^*''^^° housDsholdors 
'iTions. ■'<»• a«J borough rates, was 
"Y^T^against tho Ministers, ADdUhey- 
:_^1topiodiato notice of their inten- 
tion to resign, it was to no purpose 
tbac Lord DuokelUn ozplaiaed how 
far he was from desiring by his motion 
to raise tbo franobise^above the Gov- 
ernment level. He did not vole, for n 
£7, or even a £6 rating; ho would 
have accepted less, so long aa the 
principle of rating was preserved. Mr 
Gladstone listened, but refused to be 
oonvinoeil ; and so, on the ISiIi of 
Jane, be and bis colloaguos virtually 
OflMed to manage the afiiiirs of tho 



oonntry, and soot in their resignations 
to tho Queen. Hero our readers have 
a slight sketch of the beginning and 
end of Mr Gladstone's career as re- 
forming leader of the House of Com- 
mons. Tbo most diffloolt question 
which the new .Government had to 
decide was whether they ought or 
ought not to introduce a Beform Bill. 
And hero wo may refer to Lord 
Derby's impressive speech in the 
House of Lords on the Oih ot July, 
when ho first met tbe present Parlia- 
ment aa Prime Minister ; 

" M.v Lords, I must in (he Crat place say 
lliat I liold myself entirely froi; and unplcd;;- 
od on itiHt great oud didicull question of Ro- 
rorm. I have, in refereooe tu l^^at question 
experienced- certain daogera of my own — 
and I shall certainly consider well ond cnra- 
fully before 1 B(,'uni iiitroduoe a llulnrm Bill 
ihu wise udvicu givtiii tiy llie iioblu I'jurl, my 
predeoehror, thai no Guvenimuiit Ih jiislilied 
m brmf^iiii^ in a Reform Bill witlioiil liavinf; 
rt rea.uaablo prospect o( carryiuj; it; and 
also tbe remark ol the noble Eurl upon tLe 
orosa bencbea (Grey) that a Reform Bill oann 
act be carried, or tbe ocnstitntion amended, 
except by a mutual understanding between 
iLe two great parlies in the country. On 
Itie oltiur hand, 1 am afiuid lliiit that jiorlion 
of tho community wlio are tlie moat '' oiam- 
erous " for a lielorai Bill will not be saiia-" 
Qtd with any measure sucb as can be acceded 
10 by tbe gieat parties ot tbe oouotry, and I 
greatly tear that any mea'uro ol' a moderate 
ctiaraclcr would not oati fy those persons, 
but would lead to furtb-ir a",iiaLion, and be 
made the stepping stone for (urtlier mcasureg. 
I rei-ervB to myself cnliro liberty us to 
wLethar llio present Governinont shall or 
not undertake in future B^csions to bring iu 
any measure for Ibo amondmeat of Ibe ro- 
pieseDtalloD of the people ; but of tbia I am 
quite sure, that if there bo no reasonable 
prospect of passing u sound and Bati^factu^y 
meatutc, it will be an uiilortunato ihin^ 
and a great disadvantiige to iho country 
ttiat S'Knion alter se.-flon should be lo-'t, and 
measures of useful Icgislatiuu should be put 
a stop to, by coDlinuod cootests over a iCe- 
forra Bill," 

Tho action taken by Lord Derby's 
Ministry, after tbe above declaration, 
leads to a supposition that tbe time 
has arrived when merely personal and 

traditional ties liavo ceased to koop 
apart tlioso who are ot one mind upon 
tho most vital qticsiion of our genera- 
tion. It la obvious that not one of 
iho three parties can coiumiind a ma>. 
jority without the help ofonoof tbe 
ytber two; or, to put it moio practice 
cally, neither tho Conservativo nor 
tho lladical can retain government 
of tho country for any length of tiino 
except by tho assistance of tho Whigs. 
On tho heads of this central pai'ty, 
which holds tho balance between tho 
other two, a heavy reFpoasihility rests. 
The most important oharaoteristic of 
any measure of Jieform really *' made 
to pass" must be that it shall not in. 
volve the abdication of a class. Tbo 
day is gone by when it was praoiioable to 
urge upon Parliament tbe deposition either 
□I ibe middle and upper classes generally 
or in par icular of that portion which is de- 
P' ndeiit -jpuii iho l'\nd. h is in iiself an 
advantage, ol no small dimensions to uratify 
the Busceplibilitied wbich a consiiiurublu 
uumbsr of the attizan class have betrayed 
upon the qoestion of saffrage.

Fearfdl Affaib IK Spain.'— At the Dai- 
roiel railway etatioa a groat crowd bad as~ 
Bembled to gaza upon the Queea and Kiog 
Conso't, who were on an expected ttaio. 
The royal train was preceded a mile or bo 
by a locomotive woiktd by men wbose duly 
it was to see tbat the liuo was quilo safe. Ii 
was not to etop at Dainiiei, JJoreovor, the 
weatlier was rather foggy. Tba wrroing 
whistle was heard semal times, bat the 
crowd over coofidiDg iu tbo programme, re- 
mained af a staadatill, spread about tbo line. 
Suddenly the locomotive emerged from the 

' fog,', procecdiog at full speed ; it bad almost 
reaohed the tbroog when iho coaduct r tried 
to stop it. It was in viin. The locomotive 
pa-eed over ihe grouiis of liviiif; people with 
the velocity of lightniiii;:, fm.-i8bii)^; dowo uli 
obstacles. Its noise was bIiHciI by tho crien 
of ogotiy oik! terror utiurod by the wholo 
crowd, and when the coulusiuii had diiiiitiish 
ed a little seven corpses weio Icund upon 
the lino, among twenty sevcu bodies siill 

■ breathtog, but horribly mutilated. Tho line 
had been ecaroely cleared from the dead and 
wiaoded before the royal train was ia sight, 
and when it stopped at the station the 
wheels of the carriage were stained with 
blood, and spattered wiih human remains. 
The Queen was much aQocted by the awfuJ 
scone, and when informed of its appalling 
deiails, Lor Mejesiy burst into tears, took an 
active part in Ihe adniinislerin.^ of tho first 
finocor, mid pave 40,000 reals for the familie* 
of the vieiitns. Tho llomn Minister was 
telej»rophed lo at Madrid, and eeot at once a 
special train conveying a stuff of medical 
men and the reqaired roinedies and eargical 
apparatas.

. tuitOOB services to the charity. It appeared 
that the sum of S1320 bad been collected 
through the zealous labors of the oommitiee 
and the lady collectors, which would have 
more tbnn covered the actual outlay for 
patients bad not tho original debt upon tbe 
buildiug absorbed iho surplus iiicomo loi the 
payment of iutereat. Happily, however, the 
paiienta were not do numerous as in tho pre- 
vious year, nino ouly having bean admitted, 
of whom eight were discharged convalosuent 
and OQo was removed by death. Had more 
patients required Iba valuable aid and com- 
fort of the hospital, tbe doors must have been 
shot against further applicants and poor 
afflicted creatures turned away. The Gov- 
ernmenl; still owe a balance — $250 — oi tbe 
grant made by tbe House of Assembly, 
which h ie hoped may now be paid, and so 
relieve the instituiioo Irom the pressure of at 
least a portion of ihu debt. So useful an ia> 
stiiulion, which is opeo to all nationalities 
onJ orocds without diatiuclion, and for which 
there ia no other aubsliiuto lu the oulooy, 
ought not to bo allowed to lunguisli for sup- 
port. Why should not the men ua well as 
tbe women of ttie colony coutribulo to its 
support? We shall pllbli^h tho Report to- 
morrow.
